andfccond I dare not promife you (hall agree fowcI!> for I find 
their w»r/o»/ evidently intangled with inequalirys, which it will 
require a long time and many mortzQcm:xic ol^fervmons to deter- 
mine and luTiit, then I have yet obtained : thefe EcUffes have been 
eftccmcd, and certainly arc a much better expedient for the dif- 
coveryof the Longitude then any yet known, byreafon that they 
happen frequently, and arc eafily obferveable with a Telejcope of 
12, foot>orfornced withoncofS. Thcfe hgrejfes (and emerjions tx\(o 
if vifible) from the time till the opofition of the O and 7^ happen 
trucly on the right hand or in antecedence of the fUnetj but if they 
(hall hcohfcrviA w'nhTelefcofes of only two Convex glajfes which 
invert the objeft, they appear on the contrary or left fide of him. 
If thefe find acceptance with our ingenious friends the E clip fes of 
the next yea** fiiall be imparted early enough to be publifticd in the 
December TranfkSions.
